Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-5, 7-8, 10, 12-15, 17-18, 20, 22-25, 27-28, 30 are allowed. 

Independent claim 8, 18 and 28 are towards a filtering method and recites ". . .dividing the 
digital image into a plurality of frames, each flame including a plurality of blocks, wherein each 
block of the plurality of blocks may be represented as a plurality of elements within a plurality of 
columns (m) and rows (n), where m and n are each two or more; filtering each element of each 
column of each block, wherein for a given mth column, weighting column m-1 25%, weighting 
column m 50%, and weighting column m+1 25%; filtering each element of each row of the block, 
where given an nth row, filtering further comprises weighting row n-1 25%, weighting row n 
50%), and weighting row n+1 25%); and decimating a subset of the plurality of blocks within a 
certain flame of the plurality of frames based upon predetermined criteria. ..." which is a feature 
that is not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 2-5, 7, 10-, 12-15, 17, 
20-, 22-25, 27, and 30 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
